JilE Lincoln legends are many 
and 
various. 
W e 
have 
thud, 
as 
with 
all 
great 
names, humorous, pathetic, 
tragic, epic. 
Supernatural 
likewise, ascribing an influ­ 
ence in his career to signs and omens. 
Noah Brooks, his Biographer, says 
wras also one of his intimates, says 
of Lincoln that by nature he was very 
superstitions, and attributes this 
to 
his backwoods upbringing. 
He gives 
us two or three instances in line with 
this assertion which we may take for 
they are worth. 
The first refers to 
Lincoln's second trip to New Orleans, 
when he and Dennis Hanks, his cous­ 
in, took a flatboat down the rivers to 
that port for Denton O fftutt 
“ There 
■is a tradition," says Brooks, "that dur­ 
ing this visit to Louisiana (In May, 
1831, when he was 22), Lincoln met 
an aged negress, who pretended to be 
a voodoo queen or fortune teller, and 
that she said to him: 
‘You will some 
day be president and all tho negroes 
w ill be free.’ 
But this is not authen­ 
ticated. 
It is not unlikely that the 
woman had said the same thing to a 
great many young men." 
Tho other story is of darker portent 
and more positive particulars. 
It is 
of tho year 1860, the time of his first 
election as president, "Lincoln," says 
our authority, “ took his election with 
a composure not untinged with sad­ 
ness. A tremendous responsibility was 
now to be placed on him. 
The south 
bad openly and repeatedly threatened 
to break up the 
union. 
. . . 
He 
.was oppressed with m any weighty and 


anxious thoughts. 
On the day the 
news came of his triumph a strange 
thing happened to him. 
Years after, 
when be had been nominated a second 
time to the presidency, he told this 
Btory to the writer: 
“ ‘It was just after my election in 
I8 60, when the news had been coming 
in thick and fast all day and there 
had been n great “ Hurrah boys!” so 
that I was well tired out and went 
home to rest, throwing myself dow n on 
| a lounge in my 
chamber.

ing. 
H e had told the story before, ho 
says, in an article in H arper’s Maga­ 
zine for Ju ly , 1865, while Mrs, Lincoln 
Vitus yet alive to see it. 
This same biographer mentions also 
tlse fact that at the cabinet meeting 
of the fateful April 14, 1865, the day

"It was in 1858,” said Mr. Bentley, 
the other day. repeating Isis story, "and 
I was a boy of 18 who had learned the 
printing business and was staying in 
Decatur, 111., then a town of about 
3,000 inhabitants, and could not lind 
work. 
I was boarding nt tho Ogelsby 
houBO, the only hotel in town, and had 
paid my last $5 for board and was feel­ 
ing about as blue as any one can feel 
under those circumstances.

New Iio ch o lk vN . Y., Feb. 12.— Attor­ 
ney General George W. YViekergham 
spoke before tin- People’s forum here 
on “ The Adm inistration 
of 
Federal 
Justice.” 
He outlined in an elenten 
tary way the fundamental principles 
of government ami specially ••the rela­ 
tion of the department of Justice to 
the- p<i«ple in enforcement of the laws. 
“ If all men f<*lt a violation of the 
law would he followed by speedy, cer­ 
tain. and appropriate punishment,” he 
said, “ crim e would greatly decrease 
in volume. 
Our procedure is so tech­ 
nical and cumbersome that it affords 
many opportunities for escape 
from 
Justice. 
But tire federal procedure is 
freer from this reproach than that of 
most states. 
“ Undoubtedly there has been in tin- 
past. in the enforcement of both state 
and national laws far too much favor­ 
itism, and political influence has too 
often interfered with the due and ef­ 
fective administration of the law. But, 
of late years, a greater attention on 
tin1 part of the public, which has been 
directed t<> tin adm inistration of jus­ 
tice, has led lo much more im partial 
and vigorous adm inistration of 
jus­ 
tice."
